Many student governments have been struggling to reorder 
priorities and somehow maintain stability in traditional 
activities such as forensics and athletics, and at the same 
time fund new programs such as EOP, day care centers, 
draft counseling, and tutorial programs.

The Hornet Bookstore, like 2 
good kidney, is often taken for 
granted. Not only does it supply 
the books and materials essential 
to the college, but it also provides 
the students with a photo service, 
notary public, book orders, and a 
stock that includes everything 
from slide rules to Ex-lax 

The bookstore, as a part of the 
Hornet Foundation, must use any 
accumulated funds for the benefit 
of the college. Last year, the 
foundation donated $9,000 for 
the Hornet Grove building and 
$20,000 to E.O.P This year they 
have donated $36,000 to E.O.P 
and annually authorizes 
$2,550-$3,500 for college public 
relations. The foundation has also 
pledged $50,000 for the 
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construction of the Student 
Union building. Where the money 
goes and other basic policy 1s 
established by a nine-person 
board, who serve without pay, 
and are members of the college 
community.

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Mastering the Draft

Q.: My lottery number is high (270). I want to have my year of draft 
vulnerability behind me come January 1, 1971, but my local board 
placed me in class II-S this year. In one of your earlier columns you 
wrote that you would try to change the practice of forcing the II-S 
deferment on students who do not want it. What has happened? It’s 
getting late 


A. In an earlier column we pointed out that under our interpretation 
of the law, a student should not be placed in class II-S during any 
academic year unless he has requested the deferment for that year. At 
the time, the Selective Service System disagreed. We said in the column 
that ‘‘we will first seek to convince the Selective Service System to alter 
its present policy” before bringing a class action in court to force a 
change. Fortunately, the class action will not be necessary. On October 
23, 1970 local board memorandum No. 117 was issued. It provides that 
any student, regardless of whether he has requested the II-S deferment 
for this year or a prior year, may now request in writing, to be taken 
rut of class II-S. Upon receipt of the letter requesting removal from 
class II-S, the local board should promptly place you in class I-A; the 
promptness being necessary in order to accomplish the change before 
December 31. Any registrant who is in class I-A on December 31 and 
whose lottery number has not been reached wil! fall into a lower 
priority group on January | and will be, for all practical purposes 
beyond the draft. Be sure to send your letter by registered mail, return 
receipt requested and keep a copy of it for your own records 

Q.: My draft board has five members. Only one showed up for my 
personal appearance last week. Is this illegal” 


4.: No. All five members do not have to attend your hearing. The 
regulations allow the board to designate one or more members who will 
meet with you. The designee(s) will then report back to the other 
members after your appearance 

You do have a right to meet with at least one board member. This 
point was underscored in a recent case where the registrant was allowed 
to meet only with the draft board clerk, rather than a board member 
The court ruled that the regfistrant had beenillegally denied his right 0 4 
personal appearance. Therefore, his induction order was invalid 
Q.- Do you automatically fail your physical if you wear contact lenses? 
A.: No, not automatically. Contact lenses disqualify a registrant only in 
what the Army calls “complicated cases requiring contact lenses for 
adequate correction of vision.” Complicated cases may include defects 
such as corneal scars, an irregular astigmatism, or keratoconus. Of 
course, the existence of any of these complications should be 
documented by a physician 

If you wear contact lenses, you should remove them at least 72 hours 
prior to your physical. Otherwise the Army may have to retain you at 
the examining station in order to test your eyes. Army regulations 
authorize retention for up to three days.

American Education: 


Love it or leave 


By J.D. Tassone 


The American system of public education, like the American society 
at large, is destroying itself. It persists in subordinating the individual to 
the impersonal system, though it continues to extol! the virtues of 
individuality and freedom. It persists in the unwholesome alliance with 
larger societal force) of an advanced and amoral technocracy, and fails 
to see the ever-widening disjuncture between its professed ideals and its 
practices. It thereby not only perpetuates the frustration of idealism 
but educates toward a skepticism that ranges from personal alienation 
to violent social revolution. Unwilling to heed the basic imperatives 
for relevancy. change and adaptation within the historical process, the 
system has failed. And the students have failed the system; they have 
rejected the larger societal-economic success myth— the foster-parent of 
the educational system, and developed a counter-cultural mythology 
that has exploded into a whole new life-style. Almost intuitively, the 
Students are opting for an existentialism beyond racism, beyond 
militarism, beyond oppression, beyond materialism, beyond 
competitive capitalism; they have mobilized their idealsim and their 
energies toward a gradual, non-violent cultural revolution. Granted 
there are radical dissidents in their group, as there have been ir 
Christianity, as there were in the American Revolution. But the 
essential movement is an uncompromising commitment to the ideals of 
a Third World Revolution 

Granted they are vulnerable to the radicalization process by either 
SDS or Black Panthers, yet their essential collective energies ar 
directed to not just an intellectual revolution, not just a political and 
economic revolution, but a wholly utopian moral revolution which calls 
for a complete reordering of the life-priorities of the society, as well as 
a permissive turning inward to the individual self as the source of 
ethical values rather than to sources outside the individual 

In such a context, the oppressive social and political institutions, as 
well as the educational institutions, are the conditioning centers of the 
BRAVE NEW WORLD nightmare. That the turmoil which erupted on 
the campuses across the nation during the 60’s has been met with a 
repressive counter-attack by the old-guard establishmentarians such as 
Agnew, Reagan and the like, is hardly a significant threat in terms of 
the overall historical and evolutionary momentum of the youth 
movement. In fact, the increase of vindictive legislation in tight-lipped 
Opposition to the explicit recommendations of the various presidential 
commissions on violence and campus unrest, serves merely as an 
imminent catalyst to the mounting discontent in the 70’s. 





SUCCESS MYTH 


Basically, the failure of the American educational system is due 
primarily to the failure of the American political and economic system 
The success myth structured into the educational system has proved to 
be an uncompromising alliance with the success myth of the mid-!9th 
century industrial revolution. It is 4 ruthless dog-eat-dog system, the 
survival-of-the-fittest cult, with an economic bracket or a transcript of 
grades to prove it. And like the society it is derived from, the basis of 
the educational system is competitive instead of cooperative 

The young have openly rejected the competitive intlieu of the 
established culture, and have quite instinctively preferred the 
primordial instincts of the tribe to the synthetic affluence of the brave 
new world of American prosperity. Their reaction is often explained by 
4 curious inverse logic- attributed either to a post-war affluence or to a 
periodic historical wave of alienation characteristic of the young, which 
manages to pompously exonerate the establishment manipulators of the 
system and to punish with puritanical yengeance the dissident voung 

In reality, the youth reaction is related to something very concrete to 
theobvious contradiction in the partnership of the educational ethic 
and the societal-economic success myth. This very contradiction 
undermines the tundamental integrity of the educational system. With 
all the rhetoric in educational circles about the concern for the 
individual person, the system stillmaintains that the individual must 
submit himself to the great democratizing leveler. What the system fails 
to consider seriously is that the individual must first fulfill himself 
personally before he can contribute realistically to the society — that as 
Plato says in his REPUBLIC, the state exists primarily for the 
fulfillment of the individual and not the individual exists for the 
fulfillment of the state 


... the way it is 


Our technocracy-oriented society has so progressively dehumanized 
man and threatened his very survival as a species in the natural 
earth-environment that anything short of total world cooperation is 
either societal sadism or masochism 

That this very state of society exists is either perhaps the supreme 
indictment of the almost total failure of the educational system in a 
democratic society. The whole social system is so caught up in the 
mania of centralization and efficiency that the plea for individuality is 
generally regarded as social maladjustment or even incurable insanity 
And to a great extent the system of public education in America has 
served to either reinforce this dehumanization by its very system ot 
grading and processing, or at best has neglected to counterbalance this 


state by its positive commitment to educating for human fulfillment 

Most higher education especially directs its energies toward educating 
for a living fitting into the technocratic slot. instead of educating for 
the human fulfillment of each individual with his distinct limitations of 
temperament, personality, talents, and even sex, and with the larger 
limitations of birth and death common to his species. It would seem 
that the higher education claims to be, the more ultimate its goals and 
values, the more sublime its motives and ends. Instead the opposite is 
more commonly the cas The values reflected in a materialistic 
society security consciousness and a possible psychopathic fear of 
personal freedom are the very toundations of the system of higher 
education, and serve to indict it unconditionally and uncompromisingly 


with the young 


DICHOTOMY 


Thus, the degree to which the system genuinely promotes 
individuality and freedom becomes the measure of its failure. The 
glaring dichotomy between education in theory and education in the 
system ofis most obvious at the classroom level, where the system of 
grading and mass grouping frequently not only stifles individuality 
literally because it is too hard to control, but also erodes the basic 
instincts of the individual for self-fulfillment 

The sanctioned contradiction of labeling the individual either a 
success or a failure by the socio-economic mean, is the factor most 
conducive to conformity, and most erosive of the wholesome 
development of the individual person. Such a system of controlled 
dehumanization denies the validity of the individual person, except to 
enhance the corporate body, and reverses Plato’s priorities 
Consequently, instead of a democracy, we have fascism, and instead of 
humanism, we have nihilism. Instead of a belief in the possibilities of 
life, and an acceptance of the reality of death as both mythic and 
personally fulfilling, there is the denial of death in the fear-conscious 
aggressiveness of a boldly-competitive, materialistic and violent social 
order 

The end result on a large social scale is the continual process of war in 
the historical evolution of man, instead of the practice of peace as a 
way of life both personally and universally

oliticizing tactics 
arm state colleges 


Once again state officials are using the state college campuses for 
political reasons. The most recent attempt to fortify the bureaucratic 
death-grip that seems to be strangling California higher education is the 
investigation of alleged teaching violations by professors who utilize 
graduate students in teaching classes. 

The only controversy existing seems to be that a few instructors in the 
huge, 19-campus state college system have been caught in the act of 
teaching two classes at the same time in different schools. The case that 
brought this “problem” to light has already been solved with the 
resignation of the instructor involved. But, the parade of politicians 
looking for a scapegoat in higher education continues. 

We see Chancellor Glenn S. Dumke’s approval of a state-wide audit to 
determine if other practices such as the one which has come to light as 
a blatant attempt to give the existing administration another whipping 
boy to flaunt in front of the public during this crucial election. 

As far as Dumke is concerned, the defeat of the current Republican 
government in California could only spell disaster for the Board of 
Trustees. Positions on the Board would :.ot be threatened because of 
term lengths yet to be served by the appointees, but, the free hand that 
the Trustees have had so long under the Reagan administration in 
controlling the state colleges would indeed be hampered by the 
change-over to a Democratic administration in the Governor’s office. 

For this reason, and many others too exhaustive to list, the Trustees 
and Glenn Dumke have continually used the state colleges as a political 
playground contrary to their sworn oath to de-politicize the campuses. 

The plight of California education is already severe; additional 
hypocrisy can only do it further harm. If this trend continues, the 
logical extension of the situation indicates that the state college 
campuses would be forced to transfigure themselves into political 


cauldrons. 
it would only be a matter of time then before they boiled over.

know whether I’m doing something illegal 


A.: Not as far as the mail goes. Technically speaking, the regulations do 
require each registrant “to keep his local board advised at all times of 
the address where mail will reach him.”’ This requirement, however, 
does not compel the registrant to report every change in mailing 
address. He can, instead, arrange to have mail forwarded, without 
informing the draft board of his new forwarding address 

The Supreme Court has decided that a registrant does not have to 
remain in one place or inform the draft board of every new mailing 
address. He can keep the board advised of the address where mail will 
reach him if, acting in good faith, he leaves a chain of forwarding 
addresses, with the reasonable expectation that he will receive mail in 
time to comply with it. 


Q.: | am trying to fill out the “Special Form for Conscieisous 
Objector” (SSS 150), but I am not satisfied with some of the wording 
on the form. | heard that Elliott Welsh, the C.O. in the recent Welsh 
case, altered the form to suit his beliefs. What exactly did he do and 
was it illegal? 


A.: In series | of the form, a C.O. must sign a printed statement that 
begins: “I am, by reason of my religious training and belief, 
conscientiously opposed to war in any form " Welsh signed this 
statement only after he crossed out the words “my religious training 
and.’ Welsh wanted to emphasize that he did not consider his system of 
ethics ‘religious.’ 

However, the Supreme Court vindicated Welsh’s beliefs, regardless of 
how he characterized them, they were “religious” in the eyes of the 
law. Had Welsh chosen to call his beliefs “religious,” he would have 
made a decision in his favor even easier. However, the fact that he 
rejected the word “religious” could not be used as the determining 
factor against him. Failure to use the word is, according to the Supreme 
Court, “a highly unreliable guide for those charged with administering 
the (|C.O.] exemption.” Draft boards must decide for themselves 
whether a registrant's beliefs fulfill the legal definition of 
training and beliet.”’
